It is also envaved in forvardine the essentials of 211 Gernan patents to “os- 
coy. A Garvan, Nolliss, a former es lovee of ths ALG Apraratefabrik Treptow 
(now SAG AT) is emrleyed by the Commission as technical translator, Nellies 
translates an averare of 300 old Ge-man patents ner month and forvards abstracts 
of them to ‘loscow. The Commission also receives copies of all recent Seman 
patents from the German Tatent Office in Borlin-Lichtenber? and forwards them 
to Moscow. 


2. The Commission is, furthermore, sncvaved in develsrment work of its ow. In 
the Jatter rart of October 1949, it was oecuried with Jevelorment of electric, 
antoratic weldiny to be arrlied in ship constrvction, and had suecessfully 
developed equirment and methods for veldine uninterrnopted lensths of between 
20 and 30 meters. 
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
